In claim 33 on lines 8 and 9, "said flotation foam layer... and attached to it." has been 
deleted and —a third layer comprised as a flotation foam layer beneath the second layer and 
attached to it; said flotation foam layer comprised of a plurality of parallel spaced apart foam 
strips.- inserted therefor. 

Claim 34 has been reinstated and reads as follows -The lagoon cover of claim 31 
wherein: the first layer is formed of a geotextile material.-. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the primary 
reference to Vogel et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,136,194 A) discloses a cover (36A, 36B) capable 
of permitting gases to escape to the atmosphere (col. 3, lines 56 through 61), it does not teach 
a porous geotextile. Gases are released between the edges of the expressly taught 
geomembranes (col. 5, lines 4 through 11).
